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Clubs face 
fees rise 
for the use 
of schools 

CLUBS and groups face 
having to pay more to use 
school premises across 
Sandwell after council 
chiefs recommended an 
increase in fees. 

Bosses at Sandwell 
Council recommend to 
schools the prices they 
charge for leasing out facili¬ 
ties including sports halls, 
gyms, chairs and tables. 

Schools still have the 
powers to set their own 
rates, but council bosses 
have suggested fees be 
increased by 2.9 per cent in 
line with inflation. 

This is the second year in 
a row the prices are set to go 
up - last year they increased 
by 2.8 per cent. 

Under government rules 
schools must give priority to 
adult education, council run 
youth activities, language 
teaching and music lessons. 

The schools keep income 
from any lettings and now 
can allow groups to use the 
school’s facilities during 
school hours if not in use. 

Schools can charge groups 
to use gyms, classrooms, 
halls, musical instruments 
and football pitches. 

The price hike which if 
agreed will come into force 
in September, will see sea¬ 
sonal charges which are 
paid out each time a facility 
is used rise from £8.91 to 
£9.71 during the week, and 
£12.80 to £13.17 on a Satur¬ 
day. 

Charge could 
bring millions 

MILLIONS of pounds of 
development money could 
be on its way to Sandwell 
Council thanks to a new 
compulsory charge. 

But bosses have said the 
new charge, which is being 
brought in by a change to 
Government legislation, will 
only benefit a small portion 
of the borough. 

Around £1.7 million could 
be raised by the new Com¬ 
munity Infrastructure Levy 
by 2021, with that amount 
rising to around £2.2m by 
2026. It is a compulsory 
charge to developers build¬ 
ing in the borough.

SANDWELL’S health chief 
wants to know when new 
powers will come into force 
to help permanently close 
down shops and bars that 
sell alcohol to children. 

He writing to the Home Office as part of 
his campaign to get tough with businesses 
that sell alcohol to underage drinkers. 

Councillor Paul Moore, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet member for health and 
wellbeing, said he was urging the Govern¬ 
ment to honour a pledge to bring in powers 
for councils and the police to permanently 
shut down businesses persistently sell to 
youngsters. 

Since the Licensing Act came into force 
almost eight years ago, Sandwell has con¬ 
ducted more reviews for underage sales fol¬ 
lowing test purchases by trading standards 
than any other local authority. 

Councillor Moore said: “We’ve been cam¬ 
paigning hard for these new powers to help 
protect our young people and our communi¬ 
ties - and I am writing to the Home Office to 
ask when the Government plans to bring 
them in. 

“We are the leading authority in the 
country for carrying out licence reviews for 
underage drinking - this shows a firm 
stance we take. “Each case is judged on its 
merits - but we’ve generally taken a ‘three 
strikes’ approach. 

Revoked 

“This involves putting conditions on 
premises at the first and second hearings 
and, in some cases, revoking licences the 
third time they come before the panel. 

“What we often then see is new applica¬ 
tions put in for those places where the 
licence has been revoked, under apparently 
‘new’ owners. 

And there has been nothing to prevent a 
'new 1 application from being lodged immedi¬ 
ately so the premises simply carries on 
selling alcohol. 

“We want the powers to make sure prem¬ 
ises are shut down permanently.” 

Last year, the council held 14 licence 
reviews for underage alcohol sales following 
test purchases carried out with volunteers 
aged under 18. 

Officers also carried out nearly 250 visits 
to businesses to give advice on not selling 
alcohol to underage drinkers - or to adults 
who may be buying it for young people. 


A £500,000 cannabis factory was discovered 
in a police raid on a motorbike shop in 
Tipton. 

Officers swooped on the Moto X shop after 
a tip-off, where they found a sophisticated 
hydroponics set-up and 300 plants. 

They also discovered 450 blocks of 
cannabis resin, known in the industry as 
‘nine bars’ and which are half the size of a 
house brick and valued at around £50 each. 

Police said today that it was one of the 
biggest seizures of its kind this year. 

A 42-year-old woman was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of possessing a controlled drug with 
intent to supply and remains in police 
custody today. 

The raid involved 12 officers from the 
Tipton Green and Crime and Priorities 
team at 8.15am on Monday. 

They were acting on a tip-off about the 
shop, which sells motorcycle accessories 
from its base in Bloomfield Road. 

Neighbourhood Sergeant Dave Rogers 


said: “We received an anonymous tip-off 
from the community and executed a raid on 
the premises. 

“We will be interviewing the woman 
arrested, and hopefully she will be able to 
assist with our ongoing inquiries. Over a 12- 
month period this has been one of the 
largest drugs finds seen. 

“We are really pleased with the result. 
Residents often tell us at our public meet¬ 
ings that this is a concern to them. 

Surprise 

“Hopefully this will reassure the public 
we are doing all we can to tackle drug culti¬ 
vation in the area and arrest those responsi¬ 
ble.” 

Neighbours living close to the property 
spoke of their surprise following the raid. 

Alan Wainwright, aged 68, said: “I have 
been able to smell something a few times 
while in the back or in my shed, back to 
around the beginning of the year, if not 


before. “I thought it was someone smoking, 
and it seemed to be when the wind was 
blowing from the one way. 

“I am surprised that was found there, 
because you don’t see a lot of movement.” 

Another neighbour, Dorothy Rich, 82, 
added: “You don’t know what’s going on on 
your own doorstep, it’s a shock.” 

A telephone number for the shop was 
ringing out today while a website address 
for the store was said not to exist. Councillor 
Mahboob Hussain, Sandwell’s cabinet 
member for community safety welcomed 
the results of the raid. 

“I welcome this latest result from the 
team, these raids are getting the job done 
and making communities safer. 

“Local neighbourhood policing is working 
really well and I would like to thank every¬ 
body involved for taking such a large sum of 
drugs off the streets.” 

The drugs raid is the latest to take place 
in the region in recent weeks.

The challenge will begin 
at Sandwell Park Farm and 
end at Sandwell Show, 
Sandwell Park Farm. 

The show will feature 
entertainment in the arena, 
stalls, games, sports, funfair 
and bouncy castles.

End of Public

Biggest waste plant's opening date 


THE UK’s largest recycling plant - 
being built in Oldbury - will open in 
early 2014, it has been announced. 

The factory, which is costing £17 
million and will create 150 jobs, is 
being built on the former lorry park 
on Union Road. 

The plant, which will have the 
ability to process up to 350,000 tons 
of material each year, will be run by 
Chinook Sciences in partnership 


with European Metal Recycling. 
Work started in February 2012 and 
bosses at Vinci Construction, the 
firm building the plant, say it will be 
completed early in the New Year. 

The equipment uses gasification, 
a process which converts waste 
material into a fuel known as syngas 
which produces green energy. 

The plant is expected to generate 
40 megawatts of electricity a year - 


the equivalent of 100,000 tons of 
coal. It will also collect rain water in 
a 3,937sq ft storage tank for use in 
the process. 

Shredder residue from scrap cars 
across the country will be brought to 
the plant in Oldbury and separated. 
Some of the metals will be sold on 
while the unwanted material will be 
turned into electricity. 

The gasification process is also 


expected to save an estimated two 
million tons of C02 emissions. 

Mike Voss, regional director, Vinci 
Construction UK, building division, 
Midlands, said: “We are proud to be 
part of a scheme which is creating a 
new way to positively reduce waste. ” 

This comes after plans were 
revealed for a new power plant to be 
built in Portway Lane, Wednesbury, 
by Broadcrown Ltd. 


£ 60 k benefits cheat is 
jailed for false claims 
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The end for park’s 250-year-old tree

A MOTHER from West 
Bromwich who falsely 
claimed more than £60,000 
in benefits over almost eight 
years, using some of it to 
buy a second home, has 
been jailed. 

Amina Banu did not reveal she was 
living with her husband, who was 
working and able to buy another 
house to rent out, a court heard. 

The 45-year-old received £64,000 
income support, along with housing 
and council tax benefits, from 
January 2003 to November 2010. 

She was jailed for 10 months at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court on 
Monday. 

Banu faced five charges in relation 
to her dishonestly failing to notify a 
change in circumstances and making 
a false statement. She initially 
denied two counts but she changed 
her plea at the end of the evidence. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting for 
Sandwell Council, said the income 
support claim was initially lodged in 
1997. A year later a further one was 
made on the basis she had separated 
from her partner. 

Single 

Banu then submitted a claim for 
housing and council tax for her resi¬ 
dence at Hilton Street on the basis 
she was a single parent in 2003. But 
it later emerged her partner was still 
living at the address. 

Credit checks showed a bank 
account were made to Hilton Street 
while his employees believed him to 
live at the property. In January 2007, 
Banu’s partner bought a property in 
Cambridge Street, West Bromwich, 
for £100,000. 

This was rented while the couple 
lived rent free in Hilton Street, as a 
‘result of her fraudulent benefit 
claims’, Mr Jackson said. Bank 
records showed the transfer of 
money from their accounts. 

Miss Laura Culley, defending, said 
Banu cared full-time for one of her 
children. The money had not been 
used a lavish lifestyle. “She did not 
lead a life of luxury as a result of com¬ 
mitting these offences. She now is 
very sorry” Miss Culley said. “She 
wants to pay it all back if possible.” 

The property is likely to sold. 


A MUCH-LOVED 250-year-old 
beech tree in a Sandwell park has 
been felled after it died, despite 
the painstaking efforts of volun¬ 
teers to keep it alive. 

The huge 20-metre beech has 
stood in Warley Woods since the 
mid-1700s, and even pre-dates 
Warley Abbey, which was built 
around 1820. 

For years it stood as a favourite 
landmark to visitors, dog walkers 
and strollers alike, but eventually 
the passage of time took its toll 
and earlier this year the tree died. 

Volunteers and staff at the 
Warley Woods Trust had been 
trying for the past few years to 
keep it going, but their efforts 
were in vain. 

Around seven weeks ago the 
trust was told it had to fell the tree 
for health and safety reasons after 
it died and began to rot. On 
Tuesday it was chopped back to 
ready it to be felled today. 

Viv Cole, manager at the trust, 
said: “We found out it had died 


about seven weeks ago but we’ve 
known its life was limited. We 
were hoping it would last a bit 
longer though. 

“It is most people’s favourite 
tree - some families scattered 
loved one’s ashes there. It has 
lovely crocuses growing around it, 
and we were hoping it would limp 
on a bit longer.” 

Carved 

The wood will now be stored, 
some for fires and some to be 
treated so it can be carved. The 
trust will then ask carvers to take 
in their sculptures to an event 
next year. 

Meanwhile, a lot of suggestions 
have been made about what 
should be done at the site to com¬ 
memorate the beech, with every¬ 
thing from a carved dog bone 
where people can remember their 
pets, to a carving of Julie Walters. 

A timeline of local historical 
events using the age rings of the 
remaining stump, will be created 
later this year.

The council has been in a 
15-year partnership with BT 
called Transform Sandwell, 
in which the company 
manages services such as 
finance, customer contact 
and communication. 

The current deal, signed 
in 2007, sees the council 
paying BT around £15m a 
year. 

In July the authority told 
the telecommunications 
giant it wanted to bring its 
contract to an end, unless 
BT addressed issues raised 
by the council within 30 
days. Both parties have 
begun to thrash out how 
they will end their contract 
by March next year.

Fraudster stole card details using camera

Petru Cercel - jailed 


A FRAUDSTER who stole com¬ 
muters’ bank card details by fitting 
a ‘skimming’ device to tube station 
ticket machines has been jailed for 
16 months. 

Petru Cercel, 34, of Cape Hill, 
Smethwick, was caught after a 
plain-clothed British Transport 
Police officer found a ticket machine 
at Highbury and Islington London 
Underground station had been tam¬ 
pered with. 

It had a pinhole camera which 
captured victims’ PIN numbers as 


they typed them in. The officer 
covertly monitored the machine 
and, around 1pm, he spotted Cercel 
enter the booking hall and approach 
it. Cercel then moved back and forth 
from the machine before leaving the 
station. When officers tried to arrest 
him he fled with part of the device, 
but was tracked down in Birming¬ 
ham and arrested on July 17. 

He was jailed at Blackfriars 
Crown Court after pleading guilty to 
five counts of possessing an article 
for use in fraud. It has not been 


revealed if he made any money. Pc 
Mark Pink, the investigating officer 
in the case, said: “The prison sen¬ 
tence handed down to Petru Cercel 
shows just how seriously card fraud 
is treated by BTP and the courts. 

“We’ve discovered and removed a 
number of these devices at various 
stations and I’d urge members of the 
public to be aware of these scams 
and take care when using cash 
points. 

“Skimming devices can be diffi¬ 
cult to spot as they are designed to 


look like part of the machine. In this 
case, a green card reader was placed 
over the original to record passen¬ 
gers’ card details, with a pinhole 
camera fitted above the keypad to 
capture the victim’s PIN number. 

Cercel operated within an 
unknown group and though he 
didn’t fit the devices, he returned 
during the day to remove them.” 

He urged people to always check 
cash and ticket machines for any¬ 
thing unusual, to shield their PIN 
when typing it in. 


Council bosses look for deal 
to secure The Public future 


Closure of centre will ‘crush dreams’

BOSSES at Sandwell Council say 
they are doing all they can to 
secure a deal for the future of The 
Public, as a decision was made to 
pull council funding for the arts 
centre. 

Senior councillors last week rubber 
stamped the move, which will see the centre 
closed in its current form when Sandwell 
Arts Trust ceases to run it on November 30. 

But an announcement on who will be 
running the building after that date is 
expected before the end of September, with 
several discussions as to its future ongoing. 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said the Arts Trust wanted a 
commitment to five more years at the build¬ 
ing, but due to running costs of around 
£30,000 a week the council could not make 
those assurances. 

He said: “Given the tough financial situa¬ 
tion the council is in, and by that I mean the 
£65 million we have taken out of our budget 
already and the £35 million between now 
and 2017, the council was not in the position 
to extend for that length of time. 

“We have had to terminate the contract 
which will end on November 30. 

Detail 

“It’s possible there may be a temporary 
closure as it currently exists, but I’m 
working extremely hard to ensure that we 
get a good deal for everyone in relation to the 
future of the building for the next few years. 

“I can’t talk in great detail about some of 
the options we’ve been talking to people 
about, including Sandwell College, because 
of commercial sensitivity, and I want to 
make sure people sign on the dotted line 
before we make any announcements.” 

He said the college was not the only option 
available, and other further education 
establishments are interested in the build¬ 
ing, but he wants to try to ensure its future 
will include activities similar to what is cur¬ 
rently offered. 

He said: “We are looking to a deliver high- 
class, high-quality sixth form and learning 
centre, in the heart of our up-and-coming 
town. The vast majority of people get their 
further education outside of Sandwell, with 
the exception of pockets of outstanding pro¬ 
vision, never to be seen again.What I’m 
trying to do is raise the aspirations of 
Sandwell people, and keep our brightest 
young people in the borough.” 


AROUND 20 apprentices who call The 
Public home held a protest outside the 
crunch meeting over its future. 

The young people, who all work with the 
LearnPlay foundation based at the West 
Bromwich arts centre, took to the plaza 
outside Sandwell Council’s headquarters in 
Oldbury to make themselves known to 
councillors last week. 

James Higgs, aged 19 from West 
Bromwich, is one of the organisers of the 
Love Our Public campaign, which included 
a petition of more than 5,000 signatures. 

He said the closure of the Public would 
‘crush dreams’. 

“I’m working in my dream job,” he said. 

“There are elderly people who come in to 


do their tea dances, and there’s no way they 
can physically move, they want to be there. 
It’s a community building, it’s not anything 
else.” 

Another of the young apprentices, 20- 
year-old Richard Lees’ from Great Bridge, 
said their statistics show visitor numbers 
have increased by 55 per cent since the New 
Square shopping development next to The 
Public opened recently. 

Risk 

He added: “We are here because we don’t 
feel we have been listened to, and there’s 
over 5,000 people who have signed our peti¬ 
tion. “There are 29 businesses there that 
could have to relocate.” 

There were also members of the UNISON 


union in attendance at the protest. Repre¬ 
sentative Louise Harrisen-Powis said: 
“There’s more than 200 jobs at risk if they 
close The Public. 

“It’s a great public asset, it’s suitable for 
all ages and all members of the public can 
use and access it.” 

Following the cabinet meeting it was 
announced that although the building will 
close in its current form in November, coun¬ 
cillors are exploring options for its future 
running that could see the continuation of 
services similar to those currently offered. 

After the announcement Mr Higgs said: 
“I feel like we are getting somewhere, but at 
the same time I want to know more. At this 
time we don’t know the exact detail.” 


Nando’s opens 
in shops centre 

NANDO’S was opened its 
doors at West Bromwich’s 
landmark New Square 
shopping centre on 
Wednesday, bringing 
another 40 jobs to the 
development. 

It is the latest restau¬ 
rant to open its doors at 
the £200 million shopping 
and leisure complex after 
The Real China opened its 
doors last week creating a 
total of 16 jobs. 

The latest chain seats 
150 guests and the new 
jobs which range from 
cashiers and grillers to 
assistant managers. 

Since its opening on 
July 11, New Square has 
been attracting around 
70,000 visitors a week.

Drunken bomb hoaxer is sentence 


A MAN who made two drunken 
hoax calls to emergency services 
hours after a bomb exploded near a 
mosque in Tipton has avoided an 
immediate prison sentence. 

John Williamson had previously 
received a commendation for 
helping to apprehend a robber. 

The 31-year-old, of Queen’s Road, 
Smethwick, did not know why he 
made the calls, Wolverhampton 


Crown Court was told. He called 999 
in the early hours after a nail bomb 
attack at the Kanz-ul-Iman mosque 
in Binfield Street saying a bomb had 
been left in the Queen’s Head pub in 
Londonderry Lane, Smethwick. 

Emergency services received two 
calls on July 13 from father-of-two 
Williamson, a scrap dealer. Miss 
Joanne Barker, prosecuting, said 
last week: “The first call made refer¬ 


ence to the mosque in Tipton where 
a bomb had exploded. “Mr 
Williamson said the people responsi¬ 
ble were in the Queen’s Head.” 

He said two petrol bombs were 
going to be detonated in the pub, 
then changed his story to nail 
bombs. Police attended but found 
nothing and inquiries led to 
Williamson’s house. When inter¬ 
viewed, he admitted the calls and 


was said to be ‘very tearful’. Mr 
Jasvir Mann, defending, said: “It’s a 
case of someone being very affected 
by the amount of drink they had 
taken.” 

He had pleaded guilty earlier to 
communicating false information. 
He was given a six-month jail term, 
suspended for 18 months, a 12- 
month community order, 200 hours 
of unpaid work and £360 costs. 


Students celebrating 
another bumper year

STUDENTS in Sandwell 
have been celebrating after 
achieving a bumper crop of 
A-level results. 

They continued the borough’s 
year-on-year rise over the past 11 
years. 

Borough schools boss, Councillor 
Simon Hackett said the results were 
‘really good news’ for Sandwell. 

“All credit to the pupils, staff, 
parents and carers. They have 
clearly all worked really hard and 
they have done the borough proud,” 
he added. 

At Wood Green Academy in Wood 
Green Road, Wednesbury, there was 
a 100 per cent pass rate - one per 
cent up on last year. A total of 117 
pupils sat their A-levels and 75 per 
cent achieved A*-C passes. 

Among the top results were 
Ahmedali Tarajia with three A* and 
an A and Mitchell Titley with an A* 
and three As. Mohammed Rahman 
got three As as did Thomas Taylor 
and Jessica Melia. 

Decision 

Principal Pank Patel said: “I am 
delighted with these results. You 
cannot get better than a 100 per cent 
pass rate.” 

At Perryfields High in Oldacre 
Road, Oldbury, headteacher Dai 
Meredith said he was delighted with 
a 100 per cent pass rate by the 30 
pupils who took their A-levels. 

There was a 58 per cent pass rate 
of pupils achieving A*-C. 

“We only started A-levels a few 
years ago and we made a decision to 
concentrate on traditional core sub¬ 
jects so these results are excellent,” 
added Mr Meredith. 

At Ormiston Forge Academy in 
Wright’s Lane, Cradley Heath, Prin¬ 
cipal Andrew Burns said: “We have 
over 300 students in a very large 


school sixth form and we have had 
another set of excellent results. 

“Half of students left with three 
or more A-Levels, 68 per cent two or 
more and 99 per cent with one or 
more A-level equivalents. 

“The progress made by our stu¬ 
dents in the sixth form is outstand¬ 
ing yet again.” 

Sandwell Academy in Halfords 
Lane, West Bromwich, saw its sixth 
form students achieve an average of 
404 UCAS points per student.

Dispersal 
order sees 
20 people 
moved on 

AROUND 20 people have 
been moved on from the 
streets of Tipton just three 
weeks after a special police 
order was put into place. 

The dispersal order, which 
is in place for six months and 
which allows officers to 
move groups of two or more 
that have congregated on 
the street, was granted for 
the Princes End estate at the 
end of July. 

It has been revealed the 
order has been enforced on 
around 20 peopl. 

The figure was given by 
Princes End neighbourhood 
team Sergeant Steph Court 
in a web chat in which she 
answered questions from 
members of the public. 

She told one anonymous 
resident: “We have moved 
around 20 people as part of 
our dispersal order. 

“Many young people have 
moved on as they see us 
approaching. Residents 
seem happy with the action 
we are taking. We are also 
diverting the young people 
into the numerous activities 
that are available in the 
area.” 

The order was secured fol¬ 
lowing extensive consulta¬ 
tion with the residents who 
highlighted issues regarding 
groups and gangs loitering 
in the street, and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Ex-council 
office set to 
be nursery 

A FORMER council building 
in Great Bridge is set be 
transformed into a chil¬ 
dren’s nursery. 

Council chiefs had plan¬ 
ned to sell the housing office 
on the corner of Sheep Wash 
Lane and Whitehall Road, 
but Murray Hall Commu¬ 
nity Trust wants to use it. 

The trust already has a 
contract to run the Great 
Bridge Children’s Centre at 
Great Bridge Library, huts 
wants a nursery linked to it. 

It already offers family 
support services, schools 
and family information and 
has links with the job centre 
and training opportunities 
in the local area. 

A report to council chiefs 
states the building requires 
a host of improvements. 

The trust has agreed to 
pay for the work, but will 
will not be able to pay a com¬ 
mercial rent for the five- 
year lease, and will instead 
pay £1 a year - the standard 
rate for charitable bodies.

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Child who 
died had 
a heart 
problem 

A ONE-YEAR-OLD boy who 
suffered from shortness of 
breath had an undiagnosed 
heart condition from birth, 
an inquest heard. 

Zeb-Amarii Barnes, of 
Jays Avenue, Tipton, was 
found to have a congenital 
heart abnormality which 
caused problems with blood 
flow in the pulmonary 
artery. 

His family took him to 
Sandwell Hospital suffering 
from ‘breathlessness’ two 
months before he died. 

But Smethwick Coroner’s 
Court heard tests carried 
out by doctors found the 
child had 100 per cent oxy¬ 
genated blood which left 
them with no reason for con¬ 
cerns. 

Zeb-Amarii fell unwell at 
home and died at Sandwell 
Hospital on August 20 last 
year. 

Pathologist Dr Philip Cox 
said the cause of death was 
congenital heart disease. 
“This sort of heart condition 
is not as easy to pick up as 
other typical types of condi¬ 
tions like a hole in the 
heart,” he said. 

“You see a number of 
babies with heart abnormal¬ 
ities we don’t pick up.” 

Black Country senior 
coroner Robin Balmain 
asked Dr Ali Aktar, consult¬ 
ant pediatrician at Sandwell 
Hospital, if there had been 
any concerns about the boy’s 
heart during treatment on 
June 15 last year. 

Dr Aktar said: “After four 
sets of tests monitoring oxy¬ 
genation, they were all 
coming back as 100 per cent. 
Clinically, nobody suspected 
any problems. No breathing 
or cardiac issues were raised 
by his GP” 

Mr Balmain concluded 
that death was due to 
natural causes.

Businesses welcome proposal to ease traffic 


PLANS to ease congestion on one of the 
Black Country’s busiest routes by building a 
‘hamburger’ island has been welcomed. 

The Birchley Island, Oldbury, is next to 
junction two of the M5 and is used by more 
than 92,000 motorists a day. 

It has long been a known chokepoint that 
has caused many delays to local companies. 

Sandwell Council’s initial proposals for a 
£13 million road improvement would see a 
road driven directly through the round¬ 
about to ease congestion, making it a ‘ham¬ 


burger’ island. On Monday it was agreed to 
launch a public consultation on the plans. 

David Manners, managing director of 
David Manners group, has been selling 
British car parts from his multi-million 
business on the Birchley Island for 23 years. 

He said: “There has been a lot of dreadful 
accidents on this stretch of road and during 
the morning and evening rush hour the 
highways are completely congested.” 

He added: “I’m for any kind of infrastruc¬ 
ture improvements that will help bring jobs 


and new business to the Black Country. It’s 
what we need to help the UK’s recovery. 

“I don’t mind what they decide to do as 
long as it helps ease congestion .” 

It was recently revealed Sandwell Council 
was also considering removing the island to 
make way for a managed junction similar to 
that already in operation up the road on the 
former site of the Burn Tree Island. 

Martyn Richardson, managing director of 
developers the Richardson group has been 
behind some of the largest projects in the 


region including the Merry Hill shopping 
centre, and has his headquarters based on 
the island. 

He said: “Anything that improves the sit¬ 
uation is welcomed by us and as long they 
consult local businesses it won’t be a 
problem. I’m all for new infrastructure 
improvements and this island has a conges¬ 
tion problem that affects businesses.” 

The work is expected to take two years. 
Funding is not yet to be secured despite a re¬ 
quest to Black Country Strategic Transport. 


Cabbies want to see 
a 26 pc rise in fares 


TAXI fares in Sandwell will rise by up to 26 per 
cent under new plans. Charges for the first 
mile for passengers will increase from £3.15 
to £4, and every subsequent mile will increase 
from £1.47 to £1.60. j by Maria Cuisine 


Waiting times are also set 
to increase by 26 per cent 
from £12.60 per hour during 
the day to £16. 

Sandwell Council’s cab¬ 
inet member for highways 
and the environment, Coun¬ 
cillor Maria Crompton has 
been invited to consider an 
increase in fees, after 
council bosses were 
approached by trade 
members. 

A council report states 
that meetings have been 
held between officers and 
trade representatives in 
order to arrive at an agreed 
table of fares. 

The last increase in 
hackney carriage tariffs took 
place in January 2009. 

The report highlights that 
any hike in fees will have no 
financial impact on the 
council as increased income 
will go towards the hackney 
carriage firms and drivers 
themselves. 

The report states: “The 
trade has put forward a pro¬ 
posal, which was examined 
by Cygnus Automotive, a 
nationally recognised manu¬ 
facturer of taxi meters to 
access the viability of the 
proposals and they have 
agreed that this is a work¬ 
able proposal.” 

The report states other 


changes will include an 
increase in extra charges for 
hiring a hackney carriage on 
a Sunday or bank holiday, 
and fines for soiling the 
vehicle will go up from 
£26.25 to £50. 

Spokesman for Sandwell 
Taxi Association Onkar 
Basra said this was some¬ 
thing that drivers have been 
campaigning for over the 
past two years. 

He said: “We have seen 
our costs rise dramatically, 
but not seen our fares go up. 

“The cost of fuel, insur¬ 
ance and other fees to keep 
us on the road have all 
increased so we desperately 
needed this rise. It is not 
much but it helps.” 

He added: “We played an 
active part in the discussions 
and are glad we have been 
listened to. 

“Once the tariffs have 
been approved we have been 
told they will be introduced 
quite quickly. It is good news 
for taxi drivers.” 

This comes just days after 
it was revealed that there 
were 1,000 fewer taxi 
drivers on the streets of the 
West Midlands and Stafford¬ 
shire since the recession. 

Walsall and Sandwell both 
bucked the trend with 
increases.

AN OVERGROWN pond at the RSPB 
Sandwell Valley nature reserve has 
been revamped by volunteers. 

The old pond in the wildflower 
garden at the reserve sprung a leak 
around six years ago, and since then 
has been left to become overgrown. 

But thanks to the time and effort of 
around a dozen volunteers it has been 
given a new lease of life and bosses are 
now waiting for the wildlife to return. 

The project was organised com¬ 
pletely by the RSPB volunteers who 
designed and undertook the work at 
the Tanhouse Avenue reserve. 


They dug out the old pond, removed 
the liner and cleared the area of vege¬ 
tation. Then they fitted a new liner 
and paved the pool, before filling it 
with water. They are now planting it 
up with water loving plants to encour¬ 
age the wildlife back. 

Return 

RSPB Officer Chris Edwards said: 
“We are now just waiting for nature to 
take its course and for the plants and 
creatures to return. 

“The water loving plants will help it 
on its way, and airborne seeds should 


help it all come back to life. It is just a 
case of wait and see.” 

He added: “The volunteers have 
built two pond dipping areas so when 
our school groups or children with 
their families come they can do some 
pond dipping. 

“The volunteers have done a fantas¬ 
tic job and we are extremely grateful. 
It was all down to them, they just 
asked us for the materials.” 

Mr Edwards said they are hoping 
the pond will be fully established at 
around the same time that the new 
visitor’s centre opens in 2015.

Ex-painter had 
debts of £3k

Found in a shed, a book which

A RARE and historic book that 
shows a snapshot of a Black 
Country town more than 100 
years ago has been lovingly 
reprinted.

“I can’t find out much about it, we’ve 
been in touch with all the local libraries 
and although they know about it, and a 
lot of people have photocopies of it, the 
book itself is very scarce.” 

After its discovery Mr Highfield and 
fellow Darlaston historian Bev Parker set 
about getting it reprinted, first by restor¬ 
ing the book, and then checking the copy¬ 
right. 

Wednesbury businessman Richard 
Garbett, whose grandfather’s firm is 
mentioned in the book, was also involved 
in having the 400 copies printed.

Teenager is chased after 
driving with his lights off 

Hats the way to do it

A TEENAGER was pursued by 
police through the streets of 
Tipton in the small hours after 
taking his mother’s car without 
permission, a court was told. 

Soheb Ali drove with lights off, at speed 
and through a red traffic light during the 
pursuit. The 18-year-old had no insurance 
and no driving licence. Recorder Nigel Daly 
at Wolverhampton Crown Court told Ali his 
actions had been ‘stupid’. 

Ali, of Mayfair Gardens, Tipton, took his 
mother’s Nissan Micra on June 7. Police on 
patrol at 3.30am noticed a car driving 
without headlights. Prosecutor Mr David 
Lees said: “He (Ali) stopped the vehicle. As 
the police officer went towards the defen¬ 
dant’s vehicle the vehicle was driven off at 
speed.” 

Hiding 

A short pursuit followed, from Fisher 
Street in Tipton, with the lights on the 
Micra still switched off. Although Ali’s 
speed wasn’t recorded, it was thought to be 
‘in excess’ of the 30mph limit. 

Mr Lees added: “It went through a red 
traffic light when travelling towards Dudley 
Port. Police found it in a driveway in John’s 
Lane and this defendant and another man 
were found hiding nearby. The defendant’s 
mother had not given him any permission to 
drive the car. He told police himself that his 
driving was stupid and dangerous.” 

Ali pleaded guilty to aggravated vehicle 
taking and using a motor vehicle without 
insurance or a driving licence. 

Mr Timothy Sap well, defending, said: 
“This was a stupid and dangerous incident 
that he foolishly involved himself in. But he 
very quickly came to his senses. 

“His parents have clamped down on him 
in a very strict way. He doesn’t mix with 
those who he previously got involved with.” 

Ali was told to do 200 hours unpaid work 
and disqualified from driving for 12 months. 
He was ordered to complete an extended 
driving test and handed a 12 month commu¬ 
nity order, plus £100 costs.

New homes 
for children 
in care are 
not needed 


THERE will be no new children’s homes 
opened in Sandwell after a council review 
found they were not needed. 

Teh assessmentwas carried out after the Spon Lane Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre was earmarked for closure and the council 
says that it has now concluded the residential care it cur¬ 
rently has for youngsters in the borough is sufficient. 


It comes as council’s serv¬ 
ices for looked-after chil¬ 
dren were found to be 
inadequate by Government 
watchdog Ofsted. Council 
chiefs insist they are 
making improvements to 
the service. 

Sandwell’s education boss 
Councillor Simon Hackett 
made a final decision to 
close down the Spon Lane 
Children’s Centre, saying it 
felt like an ‘institution’ and 
he would not want his own 
children to stay there. 

In the wake of the deci¬ 
sion Councillor Hackett 
decided to assess whether to 
establish one or more new 
council-owned residential 
care homes for looked-after 
children and young people. 

Only five per cent of 
Sandwell Council place¬ 
ments for young people are 
in care homes 

In July Sandwell Council 
was responsible for 611 
looked-after children and 
young people. Of these only

33 were in residential care, 
of which two were at Spon 
Lane Children’s Centre. 

The rest were part of the 
Residential Care Frame¬ 
work Agreement that 
enables the council to pur¬ 
chase residential place¬ 
ments from a range of 
different providers to meet 
the needs of children. In 
March 2013 there were 11 
privately-run residential 
homes in Sandwell offering 
35 places. 

A report to Councillor 
Hackett states that there is 
sufficient provision of resi¬ 
dential care available to 
meet current and future 
demands, including emer¬ 
gency placements. 

Councillor Hackett 
added: “I could not say that 
we will never open a new 
children’s home, but I don’t 
want to open one, and we 
have no plans to open one.”

Car buyer is 
praised after 
rogue trader 
told to pay up 

TRADING standards bosses have praised 
moves against a ‘rogue trader’ after a man 
from Sandwell took action against a dodgy 
Manchester car dealer. 


The Tipton man bought a car from the dealer and later 
found there had been three previous owners despite being 


told there had only been one. 
He also found the tax disc 
was invalid because it was 
issued to a disabled person. 

The car had been adver¬ 
tised on the internet and the 
consumer travelled to Man¬ 
chester to collect the car on a 
low loader. 

Complained 

After making the discov¬ 
eries, he complained to 
Sandwell’s Trading Stan¬ 
dards department who took 
out court action against the 
car dealer. 

Gary Hosier, trading as 
Failsworth Care Sales in 
Manchester, pleaded guilty 
at Warley Magistrates Court 
to an offence under the Con¬ 
sumer Protection Act and 
the Fraud Act. 

Hosier was given a com¬ 
munity order of 100 hours’ 
unpaid work and ordered to 
pay £2,000 compensation. 
He was also ordered to pay 
£3,536 costs when sen¬ 
tenced on July 26. 

The court heard that on 
arrival to the dealership the 
Tipton man was refused a 
test drive. The vehicle was

collected and transported 
home. It was when he was 
unloading the vehicle he 
noticed that the tax disc was 
for disabled use and so not 
valid. The complainant pur¬ 
chased a new tax disc and 
started using the car, but 
within the first week suf¬ 
fered major mechanical 
problems, which cost him 
nearly £1,800 to repair. 

He contacted the trader, 
but he refused to come to 
any agreement or accept any 
responsibility. 

Bob Charnley, Sandwell’s 
trading standards manager, 
said: “In this case the trader 
was given every opportunity 
to accept responsibility, 
unfortunately it was only on 
the day of the trial that he 
did that and pleaded guilty.” 

The borough’s cabinet 
member for trading stan¬ 
dards health and wellbeing 
has welcomed the outcome 
of the case. Councillor Paul 
Moore said: “We would 
always encourage con¬ 
sumers buying goods online 
to take extra care.”

Making history at the legendary 
semi-pro St Luke's football club 


THE Black Country lost one of the 
nation’s oldest football clubs when Dar- 
laston Town folded this summer, but 
back in the 1960s an equally famous 
team disappeared off the map. 

Cradley Heath St Luke’s dominated local non¬ 
league football in the late 1920s and early 1930s 
before financial problems led to their sad demise. 

Originally formed in 1896 as a Sunday school team 
at St Luke’s Church on Upper High Street, the club 
attracted crowds of up to 5,000 in their heyday. 

Playing at Dudley Wood stadium, they competed in 
the Birmingham & District League, which was 
reputed to be the strongest semi-professional league 
in the country. The Luke’s won the championship 
three times between 1926 and 1932, but the pre-war 
years ushered in a decline in fortunes both on and off 
the pitch. Falling attendances coupled with a lack of 
funding led to the club being wound up in 1948, and 
despite a short rebirth as Cradley Heath FC, their 
failure to pay rent owed to Rowley Regis council in 
1961 meant the club was no more. 

The ignominious end was documented in a letter 
from chairman JF Belfield, who agreed to sell the

club’s goalposts, nets and corner flags to Haden 
Rangers. Everything went for the princely sum of £7 
- including the club’s last remaining ball. 

Perhaps the greatest legacy of the Luke’s can be 
found in the players that started out at the club and 
went on to find fame and glory elsewhere. 

Scouts from top English clubs were a regular sight 
at non-league games in the Black Country. One such 
player was Old Hill native Joe Tate, who left the 
Luke’s for Aston Villa in 1925 for a £400 transfer fee. 

Tate went on to make 180 appearances for Villa, 
forming part of the famed half-back trio of Gibson, 
Talbot and Tate which became known as ‘wind, sleet 
and rain’. He was also capped three times for 
England and was an ever-present for Villa in the 
1930-31 season when Tom ‘Pongo’ Waring scored the 
49 league goals that remain a club record to this day. 

One of West Bromwich Albion’s all-time greats 
also cut his teeth in Cradley Heath. 

Netherton-born Joe Smith left the Luke’s for the 
Hawthorns in 1910 and was still there in 1926. 

The diminutive right-back made 434 first team 
appearances for Albion. Smith gained two England 
caps during his career, before returning to Netherton 


to work at Lloyds proving house on Primrose Hill. 
Jack Rowley, who is third behind Denis Law and Sir 
Bobby Charlton on Manchester United’s all-time 
leading goalscorer list, also played for the Luke’s as 
a 15-year-old in 1935. 

But the most famous Luke’s ‘old boy’ may not have 
actually played for the club at all. Many claim a 
certain William Ambrose Wright made one appear¬ 
ance for the side as a 15-year-old in 1939, scoring a 
hat-trick. Although Wolves’ greatest ever player is 
not mentioned on any of the Luke’s team sheets from 
the period, plenty of AN Others are listed. 

Luke’s historian Trevor Sidaway says: “The story 
goes that Luke’s director George Bridgewater was 
friends with Major Frank Buckley, who was Wolves 
manager at the time,” he says. “The Luke’s were a 
player short for a game so George asked if he could 
borrow one of Wolves reserves. The Wolves manager 
offered up Billy Wright, and told George he was not 
bad even though he was a bit short to be a profes¬ 
sional footballer!”

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Residents 
brand new 
warehouse 
an eyesore 

RESIDENTS living near a towering 
new self-storage warehouse - 
which has been nicknamed 
Rubik’s Cub - claim the emerging 
building is a monstrosity. 

The centre on the Walsall-Sandwell 
border is visible to thousands of drivers trav¬ 
elling on the M6 and is being built at a cost 
of more than £5 million. 

The 112,000 sq ft warehouse is being con¬ 
structed by StorageBase in Wednesbury and 
will contain around 1,000 storage rooms. 
Bosses hope it will be used by people starting 
businesses from home. 

But homeowners living near the site at 
junction nine of the M6 have hit out at the 
design for the structure. 

Retired surveyor Kenneth Brace and his 
wife Barbara, who have lived at their home 
in St Paul’s Road for 49 years, can see the 
building from the back of their house. 

He said: “When the leaves come off the 
trees it’s going to be a blight. At the moment 
it’s nice and clean but after its dirty it’s going 
to be a real eyesore. 

“I originally trained as an architect and I 
would never have designed anything as 
badly as that.” 

Neighbour Karen Barfoot, 60, added: 
“People who I have spoken to have said

‘what on an earth is that?’ I don’t 
understand why it had to be built 
here. It’s just a monstrosity.” 

Distracted 

She raised concerns about the 
safety of motorists on the motorway, 
saying: “I think it’s dangerous. 
Junction nine is already the busiest 
section of the motorway but now 
you’ll have people being distracted 
staring at this.” 

The development will create six 
new jobs, and will be available to be 
accessed 24 hours a day. 

The building was granted plan¬ 
ning permission by Sandwell 
Council’s planning committee in 
September, despite a petition 
against the plans 


Retired company director Gerald 
Gould, aged 69 of Sparrows Close 
attended the meetings and voiced 
his concerns before its approval. 

He said: “No one at the council, 
apart from our councillor, Mavis 
Hughes, was interested in our con¬ 
cerns.” 

Gareth Williams, development 
director for Opus Land Develop¬ 
ment which is building the ware¬ 
house said: “Local residents and 
businesses had a chance to express 
their concerns. 

“There has already been planning 
permission for a seven-storey hotel 
on the site before. However it’s dis¬ 
appointing if there are objections 
from locals.” 


Aggresive drunk is jailed for 
his third breach of town ban 


AN AGGRESSIVE homeless 
man banned from West 
Bromwich town centre for 
five years has been jailed for 
breaching his ban - for the 
third time in two months. 

Maciej Bortkiewicz has 
plagued West Bromwich and 
Carters Green in recent 
years with his begging, 
drinking, swearing, stealing 
and vomiting in public. 

The 34-year-old, of no 
fixed address, was given a 
five-year anti-social behav¬ 
iour order banning him from 
the area on June 17. He has 
nowbroken it three times. 

Bortkiewicz appeared at 
Sandwell Magistrates’ Court 
last week for his latest 
breach, which took place just 
days after he had been 
released from jail for his pre¬ 
vious breach. The court was 


told he was found to be drunk 
on West Bromwich High 
Street by officers. 

Mrs Virinder Bains, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “It was clear he 
was intoxicated. He has 
entered the marked area, he 
is prohibited from consum¬ 
ing alcohol, and he is prohib¬ 
ited from being found 
intoxicated by alcohol.” 

Employment 

For Bortkiewicz, Mr Amrit 
Johal said although he 
leaded guilty to the breach, 
e denied being drunk. 

Mr Johal said: “He has 
been living in the UK for 
approximately four years, 
and like others he came 
looking for employment. 
That started off quite well, 
he was working full time, but 
unfortunately he was the 


victim of quite a vicious 
robbery. Because of the 
amount of time he took off 
work, he lost employment 
and that had the knock-on 
effect that he lost his 
address. He was released 
from prison last week and on 
Saturday returned into West 
Bromwich to see a friend at a 
previous address to collect 
medicine for epilepsy. 

“He doesn’t accept he was 
drunk but accepts he had 
some drink.” 

District Judge Mr Ian 
Strongman sentenced 
Bortkiewicz to 16 weeks in 
jail, adding: “This is the third 
time you have breached your 
Asbo. The police officers who 
saw you thought you were 
drunk and plainly arrested 
you to prevent further 
trouble.”

Cheers! Chef starts a 
brewery in his kitchen

A CHEF has branched out into 
the beer brewing business 
and has created a micro¬ 
brewery in his own kitchen. 

It has been an eight-month journey 
of experimentation for Jez Couzens 
from Pheasey, who was inspired to 
start his home-brewing operations 
after visiting craft breweries in Califor¬ 
nia last year. 

Under the name of Breezy Pheasey 
Brewery, the 37-year-old has already 
brewed four different beers and now 
dreams of getting his craft ales into 
local pubs and shop shelves. 

Mr Couzens, who works at David 
Lloyd health club in Great Barr, visited 
craft breweries in California on a trip 


to Nevada last year to celebrate the 
40th birthday of his brother Jonathan, 
who also recently launched his own 
Beer and Loathing micro-brewery. 

“There I tasted some of the best beer 
I’d ever tasted,” Mr Couzens said. 
“These breweries produce amazing 
craft ales for the whole of the US and 
some of the European market. 

“They have great taste, aroma, 
strength and body. After seeing my 
brother’s ventures in beer and receiv¬ 
ing plenty of help and ideas, I wanted 
to try and introduce craft ale to 
Pheasey.” 

Mr Couzens’ parents gave him a 
home-brewing kit last Christmas and 
batches of beer have been brewing in 
his kitchen in Tyndale Crescent since. 


Brewing with his 40-year-old friend 
Warren Kerby, of Pheasey, his first 
attempt was a Cornish-style pale ale he 
named Cascade Wave. He then made a 
stout called Citrout and American pale 
ales Cargo Net and Compass 6, which 
is the strongest of the four at 5.6 per 
cent. 

He said: “I want to experiment and 
give someone something I enjoy. It’s 
been an eight month journey of trying 
different beers. I’ve done a new batch 
every time and tried something new. 
It’s a hobby gone wild.” 

Each batch, which makes between 
30 and 40 bottles, takes a month and 17 
days to make.

Windows open on work 
to revamp council homes 


Fun at allotment open day

ALLOTMENT holders showed off 
their gardening skills when they 
held an open day for hundreds of vis¬ 
itors. About 500 people attended the 
event at Moorlands Allotments, 
West Bromwich. 

While many browsed and talked 
to some of the 23 allotment holders 
at the Hall Green Road site, some 
also bought the fruit and vegetables 
grown at the allotments, which won 
the accolade of best in the borough 
last month. It also picked up best 
allotment plot and best novice allot¬ 
ment plot in the competition organ¬ 
ised by the district council. 

The event on Saturday was 
opened by Sandwell Council Mayor 


Linda Horton. Visitors were also 
welcomed into the site’s tea room, 
which opened three years ago. 

Allotments chairman Vera Wals- 
grove said: “Despite the weather, 
the turn-out for the open day was 
again very good. Interest in allot¬ 
ments is on the up, people are facing 
higher prices in the supermarkets, 
so more are turning to grow their 
own fruit and vegetable.” 

The 23 allotments are all fully 
booked and there is a waiting list of 
four people. The site opens the tea 
rooms for events at the 13th century 
Manor House next door. Money 
raised from the tea room and 
produce sales go back into the site. 


MORE than 6,000 Sandwell 
council homes will have their 
single glazed windows replaced 
with double glazing, under new 
multi-million pound plans. 

Work is due to start in October as part of 
a £490 million 10-year improvement plan, 
and aims to make the borough’s council 
homes more energy efficient. It is part of a 
wider project to improve the living stan¬ 
dards of tenants in council homes. 

Nearly 800 council homes have already 
been modernised during the past two years. 
In 2011/12, 342 homes were improved 
beating the 306 target set by the council and 
last year 2012/13 saw 446 homes improved 
against a target of 267. 

The programme of internal improve¬ 
ments saw properties receive new kitchens 
and bathrooms as well as energy efficient 
heating systems and rewiring. 

Delivering 

The work on the windows is the next 
stage of this project and details of the 
running order for the work is still being 
finalised. 

The 10-year plan, announced last year, is 
already delivering improvements to homes 
and estates across the borough as well as 
working with a range of partners to build 
new council homes. 

Cabinet member for jobs and economy, 
Councillor Ian Jones said: “There’s a huge 
amount of preparation work going on at the 
moment with teams carrying out surveys to 
homes which builds on our existing internal 
improvements to more than 500 homes. 

“The survey work is in readiness for the 
new internal improvements programme 
which will run from 2014-2017 and will see 
us investing in the homes that did not 
receive improvements under the Decent 
Homes programme which the Government 
ended. The whole project will see around 
6,000 homes on estates across the borough 
benefit.”

Protest at parking charges 


SHOPPERS and workers in 
West Bromwich are calling on 
the council to reduce parking 
charges in the town. 

A petition has been submitted to the 
authority asking chiefs to reduce 
prices, which doubled earlier this year. 

New charges were introduced at 19 
new sites on April 1. 

Petitioners say the increase is not 
justified and no consideration has been 


given to shoppers and workers. They 
say workers who have to travel a dis¬ 
tance to work have no option but to use 
their car plus pay for petrol, while some 
need to use their car due to family com¬ 
mitments. 

They add there is no option of using 
public transport to avoid the charges, 
as the cost of using public transport is 
more than the parking charge.

Teams of specialists to 
help families avoid crisis

IT was the stuff of dreams - a group 
of workers at a Tipton manufactur¬ 
ing firm playing against their foot¬ 
ball heroes, all in the name of 
charity.

SPECIALIST teams are being set 
up in each of Sandwell’s six 
towns to act as an early warning 
system to help families that may 
be approaching crisis point.

The aim is to reach families facing prob¬ 
lems early in a bid to stop the situation 
reaching crisis point. They will also allow 
agencies to tailor services, such as youth 
activities or parenting support, to each 
town’s needs rather than taking a blanket 
approach. 

Determined 

Two pilots are already running in Tipton 
and Wednesbury, and the others will be 
working by the autumn. 

Councillor Hackett, cabinet member for 
children’s services, said: “I am determined 
to give Sandwell an effective children’s serv¬ 
ices and these groups are a big step towards 
achieving that goal. 

“It’s all about ensuring local services for 
local communities and helping families at 
an early stage because prevention is better 
than cure. 

“Any initial enquiries will go to a co-ordi¬ 
nating team which will then pass them on to 
a community operating group or more 
intensive support schemes. 

“It’s a win/win situation because we are 
paying for the scheme from existing budgets 
and by offering help at an early stage we can 
reduce demand on more specialist services.”

Getting a musical insight 
into Dan's state of mind 



Dan Whitehouse’s new album 


Dan is showing a maturity beyond having only two full albums 


Reaching for a State of Mind 
Dan Whitehouse 

THIS may only be Dan White- 
house’s second full album, 
but when you listen to the 
tracks you very quickly get a 
sense there is much more 
maturity and experience of 
creating music and songs 
than just two CDs can indi¬ 
cate. 

Dan, originally from Compton, 
Wolverhampton but now working 
mostly from Birmingham, has done his 
time, mainly through the folk circuit, 
although whether this will remain so 
only time will tell. 

There is not a great deal on this 
album which points to the genre, so if 
nothing else it will be interesting to see 
which avenue he takes in the future. 

The opening track, A Dream That’s 
Floating Out To Sea, is precise in its 
lyrics and hypnotic in the throbbing 
beat which holds up the guitar playing. 

The second track, A Light, is a much 
more commercial sounding song and 
wouldn’t be out of place in the charts. 


This is followed by Come to Me 
which which has a Simple Minds feel to 
it and even recalls memories of early 
U2 stuff. 

The River is a really stylish track and 
perhaps more than any other show¬ 
cases Dan’s vinyl smooth voice. 

The following track The Climb 
seems almost like The River part two, 
they could have easily been linked by a 
simple instrumental bridge but this 
track does focus a little more on Dan’s 
skilled guitar playing. 

Emotive 

Arguably one of the best tracks on 
the album is Chasing Paper, a brooding 
and emotive track which alternates 
from Dan, sounding not unlike Bono, 
throwing his voice over the top of an 
ethnic-style under beat to it being 
gradually replaced by the electric 
guitar building repeatedly in the back¬ 
ground. 

Something in the Way is a haunting 
and ethereal track and uses effects 
very well from Dan’s voice sounding 
like it’s coming over a ropey radio 
station to what sounds like reversed 
backing tracks. 

Come Back is perhaps the most MOR 


song on the album and really doesn’t 
do a great deal of justice to how good 
and talented Dan is. You almost get a 
feeling that it’s there for padding 
which is questionable when you con¬ 
sider that the 11 tracks were pared 
down from 35. 

Why Don’t We Dance? Is a gorgeous 
track and is perhaps Dan at his best, at 
least on this album. His distinctive 
sound is accented wonderfully by the 
lone notes of the piano. Don’t be sur¬ 
prised if in the future this track turns 
up on an advert for something like 
John Lewis. 

RSM finishes as strongly as it opens 
with Home, which will strike a chord 
with Midlanders and it’s always nice 
for a singer to pay homage to the area 
which both inspired and influenced 
them and closes the album nicely. 

Reaching for a State of Mind is 
released on October 7 on Tiger Dan 
Records and will be officially launched 
by Dan Whitehouse and full band on 
September 29 at The Crescent 
Theatre, Sheepcote Street, Birming¬ 
ham. B16 8AE. Doors open 6pm tickets 
are £8 in advance or £11 on the night.

Len looks to solve the 
mystery of his final case 


F rank Gallagher is no more, but 
Channel 4’s loss is certainly the 
Beeb’s gain. 

The fact that Shameless has now 
ended its long run means that David 
Threlfall, the man who breathed life 
into the patriarchal layabout, is now 
free to take the lead role in this four- 
part drama from Tony Basgallop, who 
also penned the acclaimed Inside 
Men. 

What Remains also gives Threlfall 
a chance to put Gallagher behind 
him and show what a versatile actor 
he is. 

‘The whole idea of playing 
somebody very different after having 
played Frank for so long was a huge 
boost to my confidence,” he claims. 
There are, luckily, people out there 
who think: ‘Oh he’d be interesting, let’s 
see what he’s going to come up with 
and if it works, great!’ 

Certainly Detective Inspector Len 
Harper couldn’t be less like the 
Chatsworth Estate’s most notorious 
resident if he tried. 

“He’s very quiet,” says Threlfall of 
his latest after ego. “He’s a good man. 
A quietly moral man is what I would 


say, someone who has an empathy 
with the way we live. 

“Len’s situation is that he lost his 
wife, about a year prior to the start of 
the story, from cancer. He’s got a 
brother that’s not very well, which 
gives an opportunity to soliloquise, if 
you like, to his brother about what 
he’s thinking. It’s very different from 
what I’ve done previously, which I 
require really to stave off any 
moments of boredom.” 

Len is about to tackle his final case 
before retirement. It’s an investigation 
into the death of Melissa Young, 
whose body has been found hidden 
in the eaves of a flat recently 
occupied by parents-to-be Michael 
and Vidya - Melissa was discovered 
while they were investigating a leak in 
the roof. 

The really weird thing about the 
case is that nobody had reported her 
missing; she vanished two years ago 
without, it seems, anybody noticing. 

Harper knows he could round up 
his investigation in a matter of days, 
but instead, decides to delve deeper 
into Melissa’s story, and discovers 
how she was linked to those living in 


the building’s other flats - often in 
remarkable ways. 

“During the time the piece plays out 
I think you get to know all the 
characters that are involved in that 
particular block of flats, and what their 
backstories are, which come out very 
gently. It’s a very gentle process,” 
explains Threlfall. 

Russell Tovey, Indira Varma and 
David Bamber are also among the 
outstanding cast, but it’s the 
Manchester-born actor who holds the 
entire piece together. He’s too modest 
to admit that; instead, he spends lots 
of time giving credit to his co-stars. 

However, his real praise is reserved 
for Basgallop and the gripping story 
he’s devised. 

“It’s a nice reminder that perhaps 
we should think about the helter- 
skelter way we live these days, now 
and again,” smiles Threlfall. 

“I think the thing about the piece is 
that it is a whodunit but it’s got a 
thriller quality about it. It’s been 
beautifully and rhythmically handled, 
both in the way it looks and its pace. 
It’s been beautifully written and 
directed.”

Horizon: Dinosaurs - The Hunt for Life

JAGUAR is to sell its extreme XKR-S

Audi RS7 
delivers 
torque on 
demand 


TORQUE. It’s funny how a thing so difficult to 
explain in words to anyone without a degree 
in advanced mechanical engineering can be 
defined so emphatically with one push of a 
car’s ‘go’ pedal. 

Suddenly it’s crystal clear. Forget the maths; more 
torque simply makes acceleration faster. In some cases, a 
lot faster. This seems like a good time for some kind of 
practical demonstration. We’ll need a car, and not just any 
car. Leave your miles-per-gallon hat at home because, for 


this, we’ll need a big engine. 
With turbochargers. 

And preferably a loud 
exhaust for good measure. 
And so, let me introduce our 
willing volunteer for 
today’s lesson: the new 
Audi RS 7. 

You might recognise its 
shell from the love-it-or- 
loathe-it A7 Sportback, 
albeit on a light dose of 
steroids. The RS 7 is pleas¬ 
antly subtle in its muscular¬ 
ity, adding to the A7’s 
silhouette here and there 
without going overboard. If 
the Mercedes CLS 63 AMG 
looks a bit too brutish for 
your tastes, chances are 
you’ll like the Audi a lot. 

Under the bonnet is, 
what I can only assume to 
be, the kind of explosion¬ 
making device that Scot¬ 
land wants to ban. Audi 
calls it the 4.0-litre twin- 
turbo V8 from the RS 6 
Avant. I call it a weapon of 
mass destruction (of super- 
unleaded). It’s about 20 
horsepower down on the 
larger, normally-aspirated 
VI0 engine in the old RS 6, 
but it has more peak torque 
and - crucially - a lot more 
wallop lower in the rev 
range. 

Back to the torque demo, 
and we’re on a narrow, 
winding German back road 
behind a tractor doing 
15mph. The RS 7’s 2.1- 
metre width is just too 
much to squeeze down the 
side of the meandering 
farmer and his trailer of 
loosely packed hay bales. 

Eventually, Herr Farmer 
swings out to the left and 
cuts back across into one of 
his fields (no indicators), 
leaving an empty road 
ahead. For a moment it’s 
like I’m wearing an iron 
boot and there’s an electro¬ 
magnet under the accelera¬ 
tor. I hit the power, hard, 
and with no perceptible 
turbo lag from 3,000rpm, 
several things happen at 
once. A thunderstorm 
breaks beneath the boot, 
unleashing an epic baritone 
roar through optional 
sports exhausts. I’m pushed 
into the figure-hugging 
leather sports seat so hard 
that I can feel its shoulder- 
blade high RS logo pressing 
into my back. The car is 
charging at the next corner, 
incensed, like a rudely 
awoken grizzly bear, and 
given the inertia it’s carry¬ 
ing, I hit the brakes.With a 
monumental and truly 



awful squeal, the stone-cold 
carbon ceramic anchors 
struggle to haul the car up 
to a safe speed for the 
corner. 

It turns out the optional - 
and huge - 420mm 

upgraded discs need a good 
bit of heat in them to work 
properly, making the stan¬ 
dard steel ‘wave’ discs a 
better everyday bet. Fortu¬ 
nately, as the RS 7 and I 
barrel around the bend and 
re-deploy enough tur¬ 
bocharged torque to rip the 
tarmac to shreds, I find that 
there’s an almost endless 
reserve of traction. 

Power 

Audi fits all its RS models 
with quattro four-wheel 
drive, and in the 7 it gains a 
‘sports differential’ at the 
back axle. I watched the 
moving display model with 
accompanying video three 
times and, to be honest, I’m 
still not quite sure what it 
does. Because the power is 
split between four wheels 
rather than some of its 
rivals’ two though, the RS 7 
puts around half the power 
down through each fat tyre 
and makes it almost impos¬ 
sible to wheelspin. That’s a 
win for safety as well as 
granting unbelievable 
acceleration. Reaching 
62mph from rest in 3.9 
seconds is incredible for a 
car that - with two people, 
fluids and a tank of petrol 
on board - weighs around 
2.2 tonnes. Its top speed is 
electronically limited, but 
without the cap the RS 7 
would - astonishingly - top 
2 OOmph 

It’s not perfect. It’s 
inescapably heavy during 
hard cornering, the centre 
console looks flat and dated, 
the Dynamic suspension 
mode is much too unforgiv¬ 
ing, the sat-nav is fre¬ 
quently late with its 
instructions and the steer¬ 
ing lacks any real feel at all. 

But within the bound¬ 
aries of what the RS 7 is 
designed for, namely to be 
the RS 6’s less practical but 
more aggressive and sport¬ 
ing GT-esque cousin, it’s 
very impressive.

SOUTHAMPTON’S late penalty changed the 
scoreline.
